Amnesty to 
probe plight 
of Iraq Jews 


LONDON (INA). — ‘Amnesty Inter- 
national said Thursday they would 
be sending a mission to Iraq within 
the next six weeks and the situation 
of Iraqi Jews would be taken up. 

A number of Iraqi Jews have been 
adopted as “prisoners of conscience” 
‘ty Amnesty groups in England. 
Amnesty lists over thirty Jews under 
arrest, 


It believes most of the Jews cur- 
tently detained will be charged with 
trying to leave Iraq legally, The 
date of the first batch to be tried 
was in fact fixed, but later post- 
poned. 

It is virtually impossible for Jews 
to obtain passports, according to 
sources here. Only six Jews have 
been able to “buy” their way out, 
‘These have all been old, sick and 
wealthy — the last man to ieave 
reportedly paid £1,500 to the Gov- 
ernment as 2 deposit. The report 
says much of the anti-Jewish legis- 


* lation has in theory been revoked, 


but the small Jewish community of 
about 2,500 live in fear and suffer 
extreme economic pressure. It: is 
very hard for Jews to obtain licen- 
ces ‘to practise ‘their professions or: 
run their businesses. 

“There are only few Jewtsh shops 
left for show. The majority of the 
Jewish population is unemployed,” 
says Amnesty.

BEIRUT (UPI). — The National 
Religious leader of the Jewish com- 
munity in Iraq Friday accused the 
Ysraell Government of persecuting

RAMAT GAN. — Exports of pol- 
ished diamonds from Israel have 
started a new climb upward, indi- 
cating record sales for 1971, fol- 
lowing a worldwide diamond slump 
during the past year. 

The Israel Diamond Institute has 
reported that this country’s exports 
of polished stones reached 160,631 
carats valued at $21,897,367 during 
March, 1971 — an increase of 18.2 
per cent over sales during the same 
month in 1970. 

At this pace, industry experts be-

previous record sales of $215.9m. 
in 1969, after slowing down in 1970 
to $202m. 

Israel diamond sales, 1 was re-

The boost in carats 
was more than 69,000.

ORLANDO Florida (AP). A 
German U-boat drifting aimlessly 
below the surface of the Gulf of 
Mexico since 1942 with its dead 
crew entombed may contain enough 
mercury to wipe out Florida's mul- 
t-million-dollar fishing industry, ἃ 
salvage company owner says. 

Jack C. Gaddy eaid the subma- 
rine’s ballast tamks probably con- 
tain as much as 200 tons of dead- 
ly mercury. He said the vessel 
now is floating’ in 60 metres of 
water off Tampa Bay, on Florida's 
west coast. 

Gaddy has claimed salvage rights 
to the vessel, which he describes 88 
‘of “early orlate'39 vintage,” and of 
a type that carried mercury for 
ballast. “The mercury is in can- 
nisters in tanka fore and aft,” he 
said. “It wes used to trim the ves- 
sel after it submerged.” 

Tf the salvage company owner is 
correct about the and if 
‘it is stili aboard, the find could be 
worth a fortune. Mercury now is 
selling in New York for $337 for 
76 pounds. At that price, 200 tons 
would bring aout $1.6m. 

Gaddy said he faces possible dif- 
ficulty in salvaging the craft be- 
cause of what he believes to be a 
large quantity of highly sensitive 
ammunition aboard. “There's prob- 
ably a self-destruct device aboard, 
and the 200 tons of mercury could 
be released into Florida waters” if 
it 15 detonated. : 

He said the Gulf of Mexico 
“would carry the mercury down 
to Key West and then up along 
Florida's east coast. It probably 
would pollute the entire Florida

αἱ Its 88rd annual 
meeting last month gave final ap- 
proval to a special foreign-lan- 
Buage curriculum for foreign stu- 
dents. The School for Overseas 
Students, which ig to begin opera- 
tion at the university in the com- 
ing academic year, Is designed to 
absorb some of the growing num- 
der ‘of foreign youth who wish to 
study in Israel. 

It will provide a four-year 
bachelor’s programme, compared to 
‘the three-year programme Israeli 
students undertake. The extra year 
will largely be taken up with the 
study of Hebrew to permit the stu- 
dents to take courses in thet lan- 


guage. 

The original proposal, approved 
by the University Senate in Janu- 
ary, called for the students to 
study ‘largely in their own ian- 
Suage for two years, while at the 
same time studying Hebrew. Inthe 
third year, they would enter the re- 
gular university curriculum at 
second-year level, taking the same 
courses — taught. in Hebrew — 
as Israeli students. 

The programme approved by the 
Board, however, envisions the pos- 
sibility of the student taking at 
least some courses in his native 
language for the entire four years, 
within the separate framework of 
the School for Overseszs Students. 
I is still assumed, however, that 


most of the students will have suf-. 


ficient grasp of Hebrew at the 
end of two years to take their 
Places alongside Israel! students. 

The school will teaching 
το Hnglish this November, when the 
new school year opens. It is hoped 
, When students 
from the Southern Hemisphere be- 
gin to arrive, a curriculum in 
Spanish will have been set up 85 
well. 

A committee headed by Prof. 
‘Nathan Rotenstreich, former rec- 
tor, is currently drawing up the 
curriculum for the new school. 
Several hundred students will pro- 
bably be involved in the initial 
stage but University authorities have 
been careful to avoid mentioning 
numbers. The school will probably

The PL 480 
Pro; @ which provided the 
νας of these funds is to be phased 
out completely in two years. 

The Israeli Government has in- 
‘creased its support for research at 
the university by 30 per cent

UZfforts to convince tie 
Government and especially the 
Finance Ministry to establish a 
mational fund for the support of 
pure research, Prof. Keynan re- 
ported, has so far resutted in only 
verbal support.

Contacts with European govern- 
ments on research subsklies have 
proved encouraging.

SYNTHETIC SEX 


Through the integrated pest con- 
trol approach, viewing awhole farm 
area as a biological entity, tenmed 
an eco-system, a new method of 
comtrolling the Mediterranean fruit 
Ἐν was devised. In operation since 
1956 and now in use on ἃ country- 
wide scale, the method involves a 
combination of two processes. 

To control the females, a bait 
containing protein-hydrolyzate, a 
nutritional attractant, mixed with 
pofson is sprayed in very smail 
quantities, about one pint per acre.

‘However, where cotton planta- 
tions neighbour citrus groves, ¢here 
is the danger of pesticides drifting, 
and laws have been enforced that 
in such circumstances spraying is 
only allowed up to 600 feet of the 
citrus grove border. 


PATHOGENS USED 

To prevent such difficulties, the 
Faculty of Agriculture has begun 
experimenting with the use of pa- 
thogens, highly selective virus 
agents which attack only one tar- 
get species. Laboratory tests and 
small-scale practical experiments 
have been completed using the nu- 
clear polyhedrosis virus which at- 
tacks only the cottonworm. ‘The 
main problems so far are the dif- 
ficulty of making the virus suffi- 
ciently contagious to cause an epi- 
demic while the worms are stil 
sparse, and the damaging effect of 
sunlight on the virus which renders 
it ineffective after one day. 

The method still requires further 
development but Prof. Harpaz feels 
that even partial control will be 
rewarded. “If half are Killed by 
‘the disease, less insecticide is re- 
quired to kill the remainder,” he 
explains. The first large-scale ex- 
periment — over an area of between 
8 to 10 acres — Is planned to 
be initiated in the coming growing
